The photomicrograph uses, in some cases, a source connected to a microscope camera. When thus seen, the 
antenna reveals the basic structures of an evolutionary stroke of genius, which would never be seen without 
magnification.

Kage, who provided the original illustration of the moth antenna shown on the stamp. By means of advanced 
microscope technology, he shows the microcosm in a whole new light. 


The females reach a wingspan of about 7—8 centimeters. The wings of males 
are about 5—6 centimeters. Its smaller size and different coloring gives the 
male a different appearance.
